International Marconi Day (23rd April 2005) 


International Marconi Day (IMD) is a 24-hour amateur radio event held annually to 
celebrate the birth of Guglielmo Marconi on the 25th of April 1874. The IMD event is 
not a contest, it is an opportunity for amateurs around the world to make point-to- 
point contact with historic Marconi sites using HF communications techniques similar 
to those used by Marconi, and to gain an attractive Award for achieving the requisite 
number of Marconi stations worked. 


International Marconi Day is usually held on the Saturday closest to Marconi's 
birthday, when amateur radio stations are established and operated from or near 
original historic sites. This year, the event will take place on the 23rd of April. These 


stations are known as the 'Award Stations' and are listed on the IMD Web Site. The list 
is regularly updated as the various stations confirm their availability to operate. For 
more information visit gb4imd.co.uk.
